TATTERSALLS. 


Wis the Bourse is to the Parisian financier, or the Stock Exchange to the 
dabblers of scrip and share or the merchant princes of our modern Babylon, 
sois that world-wide known establishment, ‘‘ The Corner,” to the Rothschilds of 
the turf. Tattersall’s! What a crowd of recollections is inspired hy the very 
utterance of the word! Of its vast importance to the legitimate sporling cote- 


ries of merrie England it is impossible to over-rate. The magnates of the 


_ Jockey Club would as soon be without their Newmarket as without Tattersall’s ; 


nnd Uitle did Richard Tattersall, a training groom in the service of the Duke 
of Kingston, imagine the paramount influence and bearing the establishment 
would have upon the fortunes of millions of every grade of native and foreign 
society when he made it his pleasant retreat towards the close of the last 
century, as near aswe can, at the moment, trace it, in 1795,—just the palmy 
days of racing, under princely and ducal patronage, when handicaps were 
unknown, two-year old races never dreamt of, and long-distance courses and 
heats so much in vogue. Tattersall’s, as one would suppose all the world 
snows, is situated close to Hyde Park Corner, in the rear of St. George's 
jital, The visitor to this famous Jocale enters 2 somewhat narrow passage, 
under-a plain-looking arcade, to the courtyard, in the centre of which is a 
small circular erection or temple, as ‘it may be termed, supported by wooden 
pillars, and a cupola, the whole being surmounted by a bust of “the first gentle- 
man in Europe,” who was repeatedly present here in company with others of 
royal blood.

1s of the opening racing season, and the comparing days hefate 
such grea: tarf celebrations may likewise be cited as a busy time with the 
notabilities of the ring. This hall of commerce for the sporting co rreres Of 
the United Kingdom is very commodions, being fitted up, in the centre, with 
desks to promote ihe despatch of business. ‘The walls are hung with portraits 
of old turftes and their thorough-breds, and this is, in its veritable plainness, 
the sanctum sinctorum of the sportsman in his business Visits to the West-end. 
The subscription, it may as well he added, is two guineas per year, and official 
notice of the respectable proposition of name is strictly and properly required 
Before ballot. In the summer, or, in short, any fine weather, the members 
ignore the dosk department, and congregate in the adjoining old garden enclo- 
sure, and ply their metallics there with as much facility in reckoning or calcu- 
lating the chances as in the inner room. As to the characteristics of the com- 
pany which may be witnessed at and around “The Corner” from time to time, 
it would occupy too much space to enter upon any detailed description. 
Imagine the ever-varying kaleidoscope of London life, from the Antonious 
specimen of pure blood in the truly-noble aristocracy of this country—tho- 
roughly patrician in look and deportment—and_ its imnumerable_shapings and 
models, down to the most outré build of manhood, and they will come out to 
the perception like the faces in the fire, true as the dial to the sun, in all forms, 
even from the sublime to the ridiculous—v-luti in speculum. Of the Messrs. Tat- 
tersall, and their honourable mode of transacting business, it is scarcely neces- 
sary to pass more than the remark that time but con{irms the universal verdict 
for probity and independence of character as awarded to them from the 
highest to the lowest. Fitting types of the dynasty of old Richard of 1795, 
faithful guardians of that marvellous salon des courses—‘* The"Corner.”

MR. TOPHAM AND HIS “DETRACTORS,” WITH 
A “PEEP” AT WARWICK. 


Tue famous handicapper, whose name appears above, has; during the 
present season, beep, one.of the best abused hen of the day. put happily he 
now stands ina ‘yosition sufficiently prominent “to enable him to give the 
clearest vindication, not only of bis honour, but of his judgment and foresight 
in the exercise of the unthankful but afduous and onerous duties he is called 
upon to perform in the interest of the public. There are few sporiing men who 
would require to be reminded that we are now alluding to the Grand National 
Steeple Chase just decided af Liverpool. With one or two honourable 
exceptions the sporting press, so soon as the handicap was made public, 
made a most unscrupulous attack upon Mr. Topham, for his alleged unfairness 
and partiality in framing his handicap for the Grand National. Singularly 
enough, some colour was given to these unwarrantable attacks, by the position 
the Dane at once occupied in the market, he being immediately installed first 
favourite, and continuing so until very recently.. Mr, Topham’s detractors 
seemed to think that it was his especial duty to confine himself to the.actual 
public performance of the animal, entered, and to completely ignore his own 
personal knowledge of thcir¢apabilities. But, as fortune would have it, he 
heeded not the venomed shafis that were levelled at his fame, and exercised. 
his unbiassed judgment in awarding the several imposts, and thereby succeeded 
in producing what many goodand impartial judges consider e fair aud reaconnblo 
handicap, distributing the weights with scrupulous fairness. No sooner, however. 
had the “friends” of certain owners obtained a view of the handicap than the 
Dane was at once fsingled-out as the favoured animal, and the handicapper’s 
honour made the target at which. to ‘tdart” the poisoned arrows of ‘public 
indignation.” Yes, that was the phrase used, and against the flerce denuncia- 
tions of an irresponsible press Mr. Topham had to take his stand. And well is 
he repaid for biding his time, and showing a bola front to his assailants. ‘The 
Dane kept his position of leading favourite. The “tissues” from the corner and 
from the City, as well as “from Manchester and other places where “racing 
men do congregate,” continuéd to be issued with the “‘favoured” Dane figuring 
at the top of the list, a wide gap separating him from the others in the quota- 
tions. The “ verdant” public, misled by that portion of the sporting press to 
which I have alluded, and “egged” on by knowing tipsters, “ piled” their money 
on till their pet made his appearance on the green sward of the Lincoln race- 
course, when, to their astonishment and dismay, he came to utter grief, suffer- 
ing a most ignominious defeat from the \moderate Nosegay, in a small field. 
The Dane's backers began to flag—their hopes were on the wane, and the keen 
perception held by Mr. Topham of the horse’s true quality became slightly 
apparent to those who hat heen the victims of journalistic gullibility. But 
sufficient money had not yet been .‘¢got out” of the Dane. A ruse was tried— 
some asstuned “fricnds” Came~tosthe rescue, and, declaring the Lincoln 
flutter was but a fiuke, again succeéded in getting their horse supported. 
But, oh! sternfate! unpleasantaaid significant rumours began to spread—down, 
down went the Dane in the-hetting, till at length “‘any odds” went begging, and 
the eve of the great struggle which'was to test his qualities having arrived, found 
the “favoured” animal—*seratched ;” and, asanatural consequence, Mr. Top- 
ham’s integrity of purpose, as well as his strict and undevieting impartiality, 
were made patent to the world, to the signal discomfiture of his maligners. 
This is not the only instance where the alleged improper motives of an ho- 
nourahle man have been held up for public reprobation. We remember the 
so-called “ Chers Amié Conspiracy,” and we are glad to be able to record an- 
other instance of the straightforwardness and strict punctilio of our handi- 
cappers. 

We had intended to have given @ full anticipatory review of the Warwick 
Spring Meeting; but, on ue consideration, we deem it more prudent on our 
own part, and safer for the intended investments of our legions of friends, to 
abstain from any elaborate criticism of races” in futuro until the commeuce- 
ment of the truly legitimete “fiat racing” at the Northampton Mecting, when 
we hope to put our subscribers on to ‘a good thing or two.” As, however, 
many,may like to have ‘ta finger in the pie,” we may remark that the prin- 
cipal event of the week, the Warwickshire Handicap, seems to us likely to suit 
the pretensions of Cosmopolite or the Lawyer, should they start; whilst, of the 
light weights, Satanella has nothing to fear, if she has any just claims to sup- 
port for events of more importance. As to the other items, the Willoughby 
Handicap, the Two-year-old Stakes, and the Walton and Debdale Stakes, 1 
must at present decline “meddling” with them; but, should anything ‘“ worth 
having” turn up in time for our other editions, I will not fail to give our friends 
the benefit of it. . = VATICINATOR.

CHAMPION OF ENGLAND.

ay HEN the celebrated American citi- 

zen, Daniel Webster, enunciated 
that ‘the power of his own arm is an 
early lesson among the studies of primi- 
tive men,” he but confirmed the opinion 
of many astute leaders before him in the 
senate of either land that pugilism was 
essentially a Briton’s heritage. The 
physique of our ancestors tended, indeed, 
to raise it up as an ivstitution, which the 
best impulsive men of former, as well as 
modern days, have become proficient in. 
There can be traced this heirloom of rest- 
less desire to accomplish deeds of pre- 
eminence with Nature’s own weapons 
(the only sure corrective and antidote for 
the bravo’s knife) ever since the days of 
Yigg, in 1719, to our current Exhibition 
data of 62; and this passing reign of 
promise brings us, therefore, to the osten- 
sible cause of our present writing—a 
succinct biographical memoir of James 
Mace, the pugilistic Champion of Eng- 
land, and, for the time being, the holder 
of that important trophy, the Belt, which 
“ Sir Thomas De Sayers,” as the Charivari 
of the Modern Babylon facetiously termed 
him, struggled so manfully; but unsuc- 
cessfully, to retain on the memorable field 
of Farnborough, against John C. Heenan, 
the Benicia Boy, in the year of grace 1860, 
Jem assimilated in weight with Sayers, 
his predecessor, more than did any other 
brace of boxers who ever figured as 
heroes of championship exhibitions. He 
was ushered into this busy world at 
Norwich in 1831, but was never heard of 
in the roped arena until the 2ud of Octo- 
ber, ’55, when, weighing 10st. 10Ib., he 
gained his maiden victory over Slack, 
another ;Norfolk novice, in 9 rounds, 
19 minutes, at Mildenhall, Suffolk. This 
prelithinary affair in fisticuffs caused his 
temporary translaiion to the London 
Ring, and he so pleased all by his admi- 
rable progression in the science that he 
was pitted agninst Bill Thorpe, for half-a- 
“century,” Kebruary 17, 1857, “* down the 
Medway.” This was also a short battle, 
and again did he prove himself stout of 
heart and strong of hand by winning 
in 27 minutes, 18 rounds. ‘The next 
warrior for contention he sought. for 
in’ Mike Madden, whose name, like the 
household words of his common life, was 
linked, by many-tongued rumour, with 
superiority of tactics, unblemished game- 
ness, and had been invoked by his 
partisans as one of the leading men of 
that epoch, despite his adverse encounters 
with Hayes and Ned Donnelly. Here 
comes the most mysterious part of our 
gallant hero's career, for, after articles of 
war had been duly signed and sealed, yet 
he refused to agree to the referee properly 
appointed by the stakeholder, and so 
forfeited to Madden the sum of £50. A 
second time was a match arranged 
between the two, and here again was 
confusion worse confounded, for the 
stereotyped phraseology of that oracle of 
the Ring, the Editor of Bell's Life, is that 
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It would be futile to starch for the innate 
motives of mankind inmany transactions 
throughout life: the tas; is as unpleasant 
as unprofitable. If “tr Jeames” has 
undergone the crying banyf pusillanimity, 
there is a silver lining to ery cloud, and 
he has lived to fight anotloy day with a 
vengeance, as our after mrrative will 
summarise, and to the utter éstonishment 
of those who would have it xe had the 
white feather in perpetua. His spirit paled 
before the ffre of Bob Brettle, the greatest 
pet in Birmingham since Hamme Lane’s 
day, as Owen Swift well wots of,as Jem 
was compelled to strike his colows in a 
solitary couple of rounds of only 
3 minutes’ duration, Despite this sore 
discomfiture, which, as may be presuned, 
produced more railing and questioning, 
he met and defeated Price, of “the haiq. 
Ware village,” in 11 rounds, 17 minutes, 
January 25th, 1859, for a cool hundred, 
and he then began to stem the tide of 
Fortune, for he vanquished Travers, the 
Black, then Brettle, his old antagonist— 
the two latter poth having been always 
considered Professionals of more than 
ordinary boxing pretensions. Now we 
find him with indomitable resolution, 
after the fashion of Hannibal or Napoleon 
crossing. the Alps, preparing to pass the 
Rubicon. . He fought Sam Hurst, the 
Staleybridge Infant, for £200 a side and 
the Championship, on the 18th of June 
last, and earned his first laurels as head 
master in 8 rounds, 56 minutes. He was 
not long, however, destined to hold his 
office .as one of sinecure, for another 
young and stalwart antagonist was fur- 
nished in: the person of ‘Tom King, who 
had been first introduced to us as a 
névphyte of Jem Ward’s, the respected 
pugilistic painter of the King’s Arms, 
Whitechapel-road, and whose studio eon. 
tains many models on which he hag 
formed his style, after the celebrated 
Turner. After a gay, rattling contest not 
far from the ancient historical locale of 
Godstone, in Kent, the King, despite the 
improvement and finish given him by Nat 
Langham, the only man who ever beat 
Tom Sayers, was checkmated. by one of 
those « contretemps which oftentimes are 
Witnessed in ring practice: and Mace 
returned home again tohis jx yppular “drum,” 
the King John, Holywell-lane, Shoreditch, 
the winner of a second champion fight, 
Our engraving of the holder of the Belt is 
from a photograph taken expressly for Tor 
Sporting News by Nicholls, of Shoreditch, 
the chef of the East-End. Nothing, we 
opine, need be added as to the faithful 
portraiture of our hero, whose look seems 
as hard as a north-east wind. Who is to 
be the forthcoming man for him next to 
assay abilities with it is impossible to 
divine ; but, judging from his later mode 
‘of battle, we think we err not in endors- 
ing the application of Adam Bede’s homely 
text that “there’s no fear but he'll yield 
well i’ the threshing; he’s not one of them 
as is all straw and no grain.” For some 
length of time past Mace has kept the 
King John, Holy well-street, within a few 
moments’ walk of the Eastern Counties 
Railway station, where his wife and 
family assist him in business. The esta- 
blishment, as can naturally be conceived, 
attained a great degree of popularity im- 
mediately upon Mace taking possession 
of it; and he has certainly shone—and 
deservedly so too—as a veritable “ Star_of 
the East” in that locality. Po ie

' | ‘HE renewed encounter between these 

Birmingham pugilists was fixed upon 
by the final stakeholder for Tuesday last. 
It will be recollected by the sporting 
readers that these antagonists fought in 
January, but after two days’ trial they 
could not settle their differences, #04, 
solely in consequence of Brettle having 


sprained his ankle, the mill was adjourned, 
It is necessary to make some Slight allu- 
sion to the combatants, however stereo- 
typed may be the fashion of such things, 
“Sir Robert de Brettle’ Was born in the 
year 1834, at Portobello, near Edinburgh, 
and his first tilt we find to have been in 
1854, at the early age Of 20, with Master 
Malpas, well known about Wallsall Steps 
and the black country, Their weight 
was lOst. 4Ib., and the stakes £50 in all— 
not as otherwise chronicled. 80 rounds 
were noted on Deptford Common, near 
King Charles's faithful city of Worcester, 
when, amidst a scene of almost in- 
deseribable Confusion, the referee ‘blew 
hot and cold With one breath by giving two 
distinctly opposite decisions as to a claim 
of “foul,” and eventually the stakes were 
drawn. Prompt for actioa, he did not suffer 
the grass to grow under his feet, and under 
the auspices of some leading Ting-goers 
in the Modern Babylon it was determined 
a customer should be found him in Jack 
Jones—née Humphries—of Portsmouth, 
They met on the 21st of the following 
November, at l:ong Reach, when in an 
hour and 45 minutes darkness put a stop 
to the fight. Another day was named, 
but the stakes were eventually awarded 
to the Portsmouth dare-devil, upon an 
allegation that Brettle was a party to his 
own arrest to prevent a resumption of 
hostilities. . In another twelve months— 
less tive days—he once more entered the 
roped arena, flushed with as much hope 
as ever as to his innate capacity for suc- 
cess. His opponent was a young royster- 
ing son of Erin in the hardware village, 
named Roger Coyne. They contended at 
Combe, nezr Birmingham, and this adver- 
sary, as all P.R. habitues readily per- 
ceived, was more to his tether, and he 
then gained his first victory after 49 
sharp and rapid rounds. “In June, 
1856, Sam Simmonds and Bob faced 
each other for £200 a side at Didcot, 
and this time, too, he vanquished 
his man in the brief period of 16 minutes. 
Again he was aeeime! good and true 
enough to undergo another London 
ordeal, and arrangemen.s were’ duly 
made for a meeting between ob and 
Job Cobley, whose then agility of nerve 
and action had gained him the appellation 
of the Elastic Pot-boy. Shell Haven 
proved a very haven of gratification to 
him on this occasion, for the flat of the 
referee was in his favour, in consequence 
of Job falling without a blow. His style 
of performiunce, nevertheless, on this 
occasion was s@ trusty and improved 
that it completely set him aright in the 
estimation of his former metropolitan 
friends ; and this was confirmed by the fact 
that they immediately matched him against 
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Bob Travers, Nat Langham's Pet Black, 
for £100 aside: they fought at Appledora, 
January 28, 1858, and were interrupted by 
the police after Lhour5 minutes. In the 
renewed battle he beat Travers in 2 hours 
5 minutes, Shell Haven giving him another 
verdict for an improper fall on the part 
of his opponent. He was now in his me- 
ridian, and on the Ist of September, 1858 
he was pitted before Jem Mace, against 
whom, at that period, it was all Lombard, 
street to an orange as to his ever being 
champion of England. This spurt took 


place down the Medway, and Brettle won 


in two rounds (3 minutes), the Norwich 


man having been deaf to time. Having 


got the best in a sparring encounter at 


Birmingham with Tom Sayers, the gal- 
lant champion of that day, his friends 


euthusiastically took £200 to £400, and 


for this heavy stake the two met in 
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- Bo SCICAULT, 


Sussex, Sept. 20, 1859. Only seven rounds 
were fought, in 15 minutes, when Bob was 
disabled in his shoulder, and compelled 

« to suffer defeat. It was, however, at 
the hands of one of the bravest boxers 
chronicled in Fistiana, and we coincide 
in the unbiassed opinion of many good 
judges in these matters that it would 
have been better by far for Brettle to 
have then retired from the P.R. However, 
the old leaven was strong within him, 
and on September 19th, 1860, he again 
met Jem Mace at Wallingford-road, 
but he found a better man than ever 
in his old opponent, who cut him up 
root and branch in six rounds 12 minutes, 
and the battle would assuredly been 
decided then in Mace’s favour if the 
police authorities hed not put in an 
appearance. Indeed, it was a fore- 
gone Gonclusion, and hoping actually 
against hope Bob was compelled to 
face his man again the following 
day down the river. In 5 minutes, 
during which: 7 short rounds were 
fought, fate decided against him, and 
Mace was hailed as the victor. The 
percentage was thus once’ more most 
unwelcomely reduced, but, strange to say, 
had not the slightest effect on his mania 
for match making ; for despite Time’s un- 
erring warning, that even good fighting 
men cannot last for ever, he again met 
within the cords to finish his fighting 
career; not with Sayers, whose name would 
have beena halo of credit to him, but with a 
boxer far from being Alin his profession. 
Boband Rooke fought for£1,000,including a 
bet of £500 aside, made between the 
former and Mr. Ward, a backer of Rooke’s. 
Every one will recollect the unsatisfactory 
two days’ proceedings on that occasion, 
and the adjournment till Tuesday last. 
He trained at Mrs. Stockley’s, Cos¢ley, near 
Litchtield, and was superintended in this 
respect by Joe Wareham, an old opponent 
of the once celebrated Tom Lane. 

Rooke is three and twenty years old, 
and the first fight on record of his was 
with the aforesaid Tommy Lane at Areley, 
on Cannock Chase, on the 13th of January, 
1859. Fifty-one rounds were fought in 
1 hour 22 minutes, when Rooke was hailed 
as the winner. He in turn, however, got 
beaten by Joe Goss, of Northampton, on 
the 20th of September, in the same year, 
in the same ring.as Sayers and Brettle. 
The battle lasted 1 hour 40 minutes. He 
fought a draw with Patsy Reardon, May 1, 
1860, 37 rounds, 1 hour 15 minutes. He 
was beaten by Job Cobley on the 30th of

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THE WEIGHING AT THE BLUE ANCHOR. 


The important ceremony of welghing was anticipated by many with the 
Reece’ possible interest. It took place at Mr. W. Richardson’s, The Hue 
Anchor, Church-street, Shoreditch, on Monday afternoon. Soon after 3 o'clock 
this popular East. End establishment became crowded to excess. Brettle arrived 
there from Birmingham by the half-past-seven train to Euston-square that 
morning, went for a walk, and was then rubbed by Joe Warehim, 
his trainer, weighed, and partook of a crust and a glass of sherry. “he 
concert-hall in which the weighing took place is 47 ft. long by 23 ft. 
wide, and is 14 ft.'6 in. high) It was built by the present proprietor 
about four months back, and is capable of holding near upon a thousand specta- 
tors. The walls are all hung with spcrting priuts, and in all respects it is well 
ventilated and lighted, and will be frequently seen to advantage on such occa- 
sions like these. Mr. Ward, of the Ironfounders’ Arms, Greenwich, the backer 
of Rooke, was amongst the first arrivals we noticed. His protegé and Joe Goss 
accompanied him. Gillham putin an appearance next, almost immedia‘ely 
being followed by two well known turfites, whose names need not be men- 
tioned. | ‘Then came Joe Wareham, Mr. Chas. Rose, and Brettle, who had been 
to give Bos Tyler a turn at his snug sporting crib, The Duke of York, Tush- 
street, ''yssen-street, Bethnal Green. Ryall, Denny Sullivan, George Simms, 
and Mickéy Gannon: were next in succession, and then Joe Nolan and Dan 
Thomas, which latter couple were scrutinised very narrowly in consequence of 
their furthcoming engagement in April for a £400 stake. Both appeared as if 
they wore actively preparing for their battle royal—Thomas, the Welshman, 
more especially so. Jack Grant, Jemmy-Welsh, and a whole host of the fancy 
then dropped in, and a few minutes to four o'clock saw the men on the scale. 
They had to weigh 10st. 3lb., and both were just under that impost, and were 
much cheered by their friends. Brettle laid £10 to £8 twice over, and a further 
bet was made at the same rate of odds, although to half of the first-named 
amount. Not much money, in point of fact, was speculated on it, and the affair 
was thus shorn of much of the original interest attached toit . 


THE VOYAGE TO THE FIGHT. 


At an early hour on Tuesday morning the belligerents and their respective 
partisens—more select, so far as number was concerned, than numerous— 
reached the Thames Tunnel] Pier, where a steamer was moored awaiting them. 
‘When they had all got.aboard, the steam was put on, and on the craft sped with 
highly unfavourable weather on her voyage down the river. The first stoppage 
made was at Greenwich, where Rooke was taken on board, and travel was again 
resumed. It was considered advisable to bring off the matter in dispute as 
early as possible, and on the very first available opportunity, it was deter- 
mined to effect a landing. This was done at a very well-known spot to every 
old ring-goer; but no sooner were we on the ground than a posse of 
policemen made their unwelcome appearance, and there was no other resource 
but to bow to the orders of the powers that be. Repeated triais were made on 
either side of the coast with a like unfavourable issue, and Lower Hope 
Point was the next spot suggested. ‘Ashore once more, and the ring was again 
pitched by Fred Olliver and ‘his accompanying assistants, Puggy and Martin. 
Both began to undress for the encounter—Travers taking his place with Joe 
Wareham for Brettle, and Job Cobley and Jemmy Welsh seconding Rooke. 
The referee, who had been chosen on the boat, took up his position, and when 
all had become seated in the inner ring it was fully conjectured that the 
affair would, at last, be brought toa conclusion. Exception was taken to tho 
length of Brettle’s spikes, and, after examination, the referee ordered them tobe 
filed. This necessarily caused some delay, and when settled the cry of police 
again rose, and these stirring officials were down upon them with their wonted 
marplot alacrity. It was useless resisting, and\embarking again was the order 
of the day. Other spots were tried; in the pouring rain, which made matters 
more gloomy than ever, but not a single of the eleven places visited wag found 
free from the presence of the police. In fact they had clearly been planted, 
all the way down the coast; and the referee, although reluctantly, 


gave the command for “home.” At Gravesend all disembarked, 
and every visitor had.to return to the metropolis by rail, It 
should be mentioned that Brettle offered on board to lay £100 


to £80 on himself, but there was no response. In the course of the afternoon 
Bob Travers had a very narrow escape of drowning. He was laughingly 
leaning over the aft side of the vessel, endeavouring to haul up a pail of water, 
when the boat lurched a little, and he fell headlong into the water. He dis- 
appeared for a moment, amidst the sad shrieks of the bystanders, but rose 
again, and began swimming. A boatman named Collins, however, fortunately 
contrived to clutch his hair,.and so rescue him from a watery grave, The 
boatman properly received the proceeds of a collection made on board by 
Travers’s friends, who warmly congratulated him on his escape. 


THE ROUTE BY RAIL. 


The referee ordered the men to meet the next morning at the London Bridge 
station, where we all booked, ‘ere the cock crew, and the office was given for 
Reading ; but, before reaching that Berkshire town, a halt was ordered by the 
commander-in-chief, and the ring formed, close to the railway, in a very 


desirable plot of ground. Nothing of ‘the slightest interest whatever occurred * 


in the transit: down, and wé heard not a single bet made before entering the 
cords, when Brettle again laid 10 to 8 he won the battle. Scarcely anything else 
was invested. The seconds were the same as above-mentioned, with the excep- 
tion of Travers, for whom Bos Tyler was substituted. 


THE MATCH AND THE DISAPPOINTMENT.—THE DRAW AND THE 
DRAWERS. 


The referce’s time was exactly twerity minutes to ten o'clock, when the men 
shook hands and prepared for combat. Both looked in exceedingly good trim, 
and did much credit to their training mentors. Rooke was tallest and longest 
in the reach, and, to all appearance, looked a formidable opponent to the War- 
wickshire landlord, despite of the odds booked on the result. Brettle’s former 
energy was not abated one jot, and his friends were certainly very sanguine of 
success. 

Rounp 1.—From the very first commencement of this protracted, and with- 
out doubt unsatisfactory struggle, the spectator was beset with apprehension 
that a positive mull would be made of the mill; and the combatants advanced 
to the scratch amidst a commentary to that effect. From the superior length 
of reach on the part of Rooke it was firmly imagined that he would force the 
fighting in order to weary his older opponent; but both stood sparring’ for 
nearly a quarter of an hour, before there was anything like a ‘disposition for 
business. At length Rooke seemed to have made up his mind for business of 
some sort, and dashed in through Bob's guard with his left bunch of fives, and 
this ministering visitation fell right on. Breitle’s caput; but he only smiled, 
and got back out of all danger from any repetition of the doze, even had such 
been intended, which we very much doubt, as Rooke, to the absolute astonish- 
ment of every sightseer around, was quite satisfied with what had been done, 
and did not prepare to follow it up. Seeing this, Brettle, in a determined 
manner, got his toe well in, and measuring his distance with something like the 
accurate generalship of old and better days, got well home on the corporation 
with the dexter hand. The men‘then got to a little in-fighting, during which, 
it was said, blood was discovered on Bretile’s ‘countenance ;/but we saw none, 
and the referee disallowed the claim. Their rally brought: them to the ropes, 
when Brettle succeeded in getting the crook. but Rooke was decidedly not 
thrown heavily. Brettle again at this point offered to-back himself, but no bet 
was actually laid. Serres 4 ’ 

Rounp 2.—The self-same tactics were displayed on either side. Bretitle 
appeared content not to,put himself out until he:saw there was a good chance 
of getting on, but Rooke was provokingly cautions, and, acting entirely on the 
defensive, to the dismay of many of:his best friénds, and holding himself in 
readiness to counter whenever, and) was *seldom, his opponent ventured to 
lead. In the excHanges which at last took place, Rooke planted his left digit 
ou the right optic of his former mastef, arid thateye glistened again, and, for 
the moment, was assuredly flushed) but: short timie conyinced: every one that 
: pvery cavalierly. A 
long set of spars followed, with‘no*hurtful effect,and the combatants closed 
and fell both side by side. Aas a cay 

Rounp 3.—This bout was more tedious’still, neither party bemg disposed for 
SeT10US action, and it was now quite patent that they were going on without any- 
thing extraordinary as to exertion. Not a singlé mark of punishment was 
visible upon their countenan¢es, and there were many cries of ‘Go in” 
addressed to the combatants, as the time-wastediou$ly delayed by total inac- 
tivity. There were but few exchanges, as before, of the most trifling descrip- 
tion, and the round was finished by both having a scrambling fall at the finish. 


Rowunp 47H, AND Last.—Still no outward signs of mischief, and still the same 
degree of spirit as regarded lassitude and procrastination. Brettle made his 
right on the body, when Rooke made ‘it exactly even by a counter hit with his 
Jett, and an investment on the cranium on the old place. Retreat, and in 
10 minutes’ time they got to close quarters again. ‘This brought on a little 
fibbing of no import, and the referee, at the earnest solicitation of the bystanders, 
interfered, and said, as the men showed no inclination to fight, he should allow 
them a quarter of an hour to change their tactics, or he would pronounce it a 
draw, and retire from the ring. If the spectators for one moment 
imagined that the issue of this mandate would have the effect of causing 
something like a real battle they were sadly disappointed, for the time named 
was suffered to elapse with the same state of inanimation being dominant, that 
the referee carried his threat into execution, and put a stop to the contest. The 
stakes will thus be drawn, as the backers of the men find it useless: to 
pursue the match under existing circumstances. .From first to last it 
has been unsatisfactory, as the performers themselves cannot but acknow 
ledge. Four days have been, wasted. in mere puerile sport, friends have 
been put to great expense in running across country, and no definite 
issue has been arrived at to settle the heartburning which even yet is sure to 
accrue by the absolute neglect of a proper issue, which might undoubtedly 
have been arrived at had both parties really meant business. Only one remark 
was uppermost with the company, and that was, that it was the fault of the 
men themselves from beginning to end, and a more unsatisfactory piece of 
business was never begun or finished. Brettle returned home the same day, 
and Rooke is dividing his attentions between Messrs. Ward, of Greenwich, his 
backer, and Mr. William Tupper, at the well-known Surrey side canine resort, 
The Greyhound, Webber-row, Waterloo-road. The time which it lasted was 
actually 1 hour and 40 minutes,

ATHLETIC GAMES, 


HOW TO TRAIN. 


BY JOWN LEVETT, EX-CHAMPION OF INGLAND. 


THOSE who back men should be very careful of sending them to an ignorant 
trainer, or sending any one but an experienced man away with them to train, 
for, depend upon it, that many a man loses a match through the gross ignorance 
of his trainer. I know that I lost one of my most important matches through 
the same thing; and, although I afterwards had the satisfaction of defeating 
the same man, yet the race I lost was of the utmost importance to me, as 
I believe, had I won it, I should never have had occasion to run another race. 

I was once acquainted with a gentleman that used to back a pedestrian who 
was naturally given to making fiesh very fast. Hé entrusted him to a fellow to 
train who pretended to know everything, but, in reality, knew n6thing of train- 
ing matters, if I except the eating, drinking, and sleeping department, of which 
there are very few but what are tolerably good at little. The pedestrian had a 
well-known good constitution for taking rest, whether he ought to have it or. 
not, and, as I knew him, I can vouch he could take a lot of it before he was 
beat. Well, away the worthy couple started for a quiet place in the country, 
the great trainer receiving strict instructions to give his man plenty of work, 
aud get him well. Letters kept arriving informing the confiding backer how 
well his protéve was getting on, and, about a week before the time he was to 
run, he went down’ to see him and give him a trial. Imagine his 
peculiar feelings of satisfaction on seeing his man looking more like a hog 
fatted for a Christmas show, or Pickwick’s fat boy, than a man going 
to run an arduous race of two miles for his good money. ‘Don't he 
look well?” says the ignorant trainer, joyfully. ‘“ He does!" says the 
victim backer, woefully; “I wish he did not look so well.” The sequel 
was that the fat boy stopped before he had run one-half the distance of 
the race, he being at the time hopelessly in the rear of his opponent, and 
a very long way, too. The sportirig world lost the services of this great trainer 
in one sense, but secured them in another, as he entered into an agreement 
with a sporting publican to keep his muscles in order, cleaning pewter, and 
carrying out beer, for the consideration of four bob a-week and his grub. 
Believe me, a lazy man can be made nothing of. I have also known some men 
who would not leave off smoking in their training. I say that the men who 
would hack them, knowing this, are more ignorant than the men who are 
foolish enovgh to do it. Any one with a degree of common sense will acknow- 
ledge that; and they deserve to lose their money, which they seldom fail in 
doing. Cannot men smoke and train? Decidedly not. I have known a solitary 
case or so, where a man has run moderately well for a match or two, but their 
running has left them entirely, and irretrievably, without a moment's notice ; 
these men are now alive, but what wrecks of their former selves, and in so 
short a space of time. I should ‘not like one of these men to read this, for 
knowing that I know the fact so well, they might imagine I have wrote this pur- 
posely asa reproach to them; not so, for their own bitter reflection, poor fellows, 
which now comes too late, is reproach enough for them; but my purpose is to 
keep others from smoking during training, and I would have you bear in mind, 
and never forget it, that if there is a thing that you should not do at a. certain 
time, and you do it, you are a very weak-minded man, and not fit to trust your- 
self. My motto in training has always been “this thing must be done, and I 
will do it,” and I have done it; or if it has been the reverse, I have said, ‘I will 
not do it,” and I have not done it. Some will tell you you, have been plucky ; 
nothing of the sort; itis far easier, and more tomfortable, to do right than 
wrong, and depend on. it, if you smoke or drink behind the back of your 
trainer, orin fact do anything, that you know ought not to be done, it will, 
sooner or later, fall back on-yourself.. Therefore if you pretend to do anything, 
do it, as the momentary gratifyitg of u passion comes back on you 
twentyfold, you can rest assured. . agree with you there, for it sounds 
like common sense}:but, excuse me} when you introduced the horse-trainer 
into the pedeStrian-trainer’s establishment, you don’t mean to say that you 
know how to train horses.” No, neitheram I going to pretend; but I merely 
wished to show, distinctly and satisfactorily,.the immense amount of work 
required to get one man in condition more than another, and in my humble 
opinion it is the same with horses. ‘“T also think so, but still there is a point 
you have not mentioned, and that.is the distance those delicate men, you have 
described training are going to run.” -I acknowledge that scarcely a man of 
that description ever runs farther than one mile; but still here is a-stubborn 
fact, standing out before yourieyes, those men cannot run near as well as when 
they are trained, and yet their training seemed an absolute pleasure, compared 
to many Others I, deseribed; therefore, if a little work only is more beneticial 
to some mieén’s constitutions, so it must be to some horses. And with this re- 
mark I will conclude with horses for the: present. I have had several invita- 
tions to the Wizard of the North's stables, as he is more familiarly called—I 
mean Mr. John Scott of Malton—and I have been delighted with the attention 
he has paid me for a full hour and more, talking of training horses and train- 
ing men, more especially with the questions he has put to mé. which have been 
to the point and sensible in the extreme. I must also pay (He same tribute of 
respect and remembrance to Mrs. Scott, who seems to take as much interest in, 
and to know nearly as much about, training as her respected and gifted husband ; 
also to his talented neighbour, Mr. Wm. I’Anson, for he seams to take # very 
sensible view of man-training in comparison to horse-training. A good pedes- 
trian, visiting Malton at the race time, will find a hearty. welcome at either 
gentleman’s house to go round and see their beautiful training establishments. 
At Mr. Scott’s they will most probably see that wonderful ‘and good old sports- 
man, Sir Tatton Sykes, which is alone worth a visit to Malton, May they all 
live for many happy. years, say I. Whilst treating on ignorance in training I 
will illustrate it by another little anecdote. The man is alive. He inva- 
riably used to train himself—such training as jt was—of which I shall, 
give you two specimens. He was a well-known good man, but he required 
animmense amount of work to get him fit, as his running was, in general, 
done by sheer strength; he was anything but a graceful runner, being some- 
thing like Deerfoot for that, and still, in my opinion; a better man than ever 
Deerfoot was. Well, he got matched to run a man ten miles; he trains in his 
style and gets beat; he only running one mile and 4 quarter. He gets matched 
again against the same man, the same distance; rdns six miles, and is eke 
again; his backers give him up, and I could hardly blame them for it. But 
knew the man had never been fit, so I sent for him, and told him that I would 
back him against his old opponent again, providing he would come to me and 
train according to my instructions. He, being very anxions to have another 
trial, jumped at my offer. Accordingly I mdde the match. Mostof my friends, 
and the knowing ones:in particular, thought I was troubled with a softening of 
the brain, to match a man that had had two trials, and had not the shadow of 
a chance of winhing either time; however, he arrives to be Se Tere 
weeks, I believe it was. “Now,” says I, “tell me exactly how you ee at at 
your last two matches.” “ Well,” says he, “I used to get up and be idiot tT 
tive every morning, and I would have from six to cight miles sharp wal ale 2 
then had a good steak or chop, stale bread, and about a pint of tea or coffee. 
Reader, imagine a man having a pint of tea or coffee at a meal in feausing 
Coffee is bad to train on, to start with, and half-a-pint of tea is as mucd as any 
man ought to have ata timewhilein training. ‘Well, after breakfast I used to 
put on my sweaters, and go from twelve to twenty miles across country, Tunning 
and walking; and when [ got back, and was rubbed:dowa, I used to have a 
pint of porter made warm, with sugar in it, and, if I felt very thirsty, 1 would

He was overjoyed at his success, especially as the other, wk 
was very ignorant, had made game of him when he beat.him. This is a thin 
I would advise a successful man never to do toa beaten opponent, even 
he réceived provocation; for he should always remember that, independent o: 
the spectators getting a fine idea of his want of common sense, he may som 
day be in the same position himself. To show the difference of training, 
offered to take the defeated man, although he ran so badly that day in con 
parison to the other, and back him against my man, provided he would ¢ 
home and train himself again, and metrain the other; but this he would notd 
and as he had had satisfaction, and wasigetting too old for running much longe., 
he retired from the'turf a winning man. The other man’s backers thought his 
running had left him (and indeed he was not young), so they would back 
him no more; but I thought I could get more ‘out of him than had ever been 
got, so I backed him to run a young man ten miles; all his.old backers backed 
the young one at odds; I got the old one as fit as his previous Opponent had 
been, and he had the race in hand after the first half mile, and walked the last 
five by himself. Your bumble servant pocketed nearly £200 by the transaction, 
and the old one retired on his laurels, with a nice little sum and the satisfaction 
of leaving off a good man and a winner, after many and many a hard-fought 
struggle. Every one that saw the race confessed that of the many he had ran 
(and they were legion), he had never been in such form nor able to run so fast 
as he did that day. The poor fellow is now dead; but he never forgot my 
kindness, as he called it, in giving him another chance. For the satisfaction of 
the thousands of pedestrian admirers who have often seen him gamely 
struggling on in a long-distance race, I may mention that his name was 
Thomas Birkhead, alias Lamas of Sheffield—a pattern to all pedestrians in 
training, as you could depend your life on his doing strictly what he was bid, 
and he would always do it willingly, and was never known to complain, let the 
work be as hard as it would. Peace to your manes, poor old Tom! ,
